6 Which <vere clothed with blue, cap- 
tains and rulers, all of them defirable 
young men, horſemen riding upon horſes. 

Thus ſhe committed her whoredoms 
with them, with all them that vere the 
choſen men of Aſſyria, and with all on 
whom ſhe doted: with all their idols ſhe 
defiled herſelf. | 

8 Neither left ſhe her whoredoms 
brougtt from Egypt: for in her youth 
they lay with her, and they bruiſed the 
breaſts of her virginity, and poured their 
whoredom upon her. 

9 Wherefore 1 have delivered her in- 
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"Abolab's and Hbolibab's whoredoms; Chap. xiii. Abolibab flagurd by ber lovert,

10 Theſe diſcovered her nakedneſs : 
— took her ſons and her daughters, 
and flew her with the ſword : and ſhe 
became famous among women ; for they 
had executed judgement upon her.

12 She doted the Aſſyrians, her

mo uſly, horſemen riding upon

13 Then I ſaw that ſhe was defiled, 
that they took both one way,

doms: for when ſhe ſaw men pourtrayed 
upon the wall, the images of the Chal- 
deans pourtrayed with vermillion, 

15 Girded with girdles upon their 
loins, exceeding in dyed attire upon their 
heads, all of them princes to look to, af- 
ter the manner of the Babylonians of 
Chaldea, the land of their nativity : 

16 And as ſoon as ſhe ſaw them with 
her eyes, ſhe doted upon them, and ſent 
meſſengers unto them into Chaldea. 

17 And the Babylonians came to her 
into the bed of love, and they defiled 
her with their whoredom, and ſhe was 
polluted with them, and her mind was 
alienated ſrom them.

7 1 So thou, O ſon of man, I have ſet 
thee a watchman unto the houſe of Iſ-

8 When 1 ſay unto the wicked, O 
wicked man, thou thalt ſurely die; if 
thou doſt not ſpeak to warn the wicked 
from his way, that wicked man ſhall die 
in his iniquity, but his blood will J re- 
quire at thine hand. 

g Nevertheleſs, if thou warn the wick- 
ed of his way to turn from it; it he do 
not turn irom his way, he ſhall die in 
his iniquity, but thou halt delivered thy 
ſoul.

16 Then Daniel went in, and defired 
of the king, that he would give him 
time, and he would ſhew the king 
the interpretation, | 

17 Then Daniel went to his houſe, and 
made the thing known to Hananiah, 
Miſhael, and Azariah his companions ; 

18 That they would defire meccies ot 
the God of heaven concerning this ſe- 
cret ; that Daniel and his fellows ſhould 
1 with the reſt of the wiſe-· men 
of Babylon 


19 Then was the ſecret revealed 
unto Daniel in a night-viſfion, Then Da- 
niel bleſſed the God of heaven. 

20 Daniel anſwered and ſaid, Bleſſed 
be the name of God for ever and ever: 
tor wiſdom and might are his. 

21 And he changeth the times and the 
ſeaſons: he removeth kings, and ſetteth 
up kings: he giveth wiſdom unto the 
wiſe, and knowledge to them that know 
underſtanding. 

22 He revealeth the deep and ſecret 
things: he knoweth what 7s in the dark- 
neſs, and the light dwelleth in him. 

23 1 thank thee, and praiſe thee, Q 
thou God of my fathers, who haſt given 
me wiſdom and might, and haſt made 
known unto me now what we deſired of 
thee : for thou haſt row made known 
unto us the Kings matter. 

24 {| Therefore Daniel went in unto 
Arioch, whom the king had ordained to 
deſtroy the wiſe-mrex of Babylon : hg 
went and ſaid thus unto him, Deſtroy 
not the wiſe-men of Babylon: bring me 
in before the king, and I will ſhyw unto 
the a hp interpretation. 

25 Then Arioch brought in Daniel be.
